takes in appointments is obvious—it would 
he strange, indeed, if one so inexperienced 
in the conduct of political affairs had wholly 
escaped them. Whatever blame may justly 
attach to this lalls rightfully on us, who 
took him from the bead of the army and 
made him our civil chief magistrate, fully 
aware that he had never voted a republican 
ticket, if indeed, he had voted at all. Wbile 
asserting the right of every republican to 
his nutramraeled choice of a candidate for 
next President until a nomination is made,I 
venture to suggest that Gen. Grant will be 
far better qualified for that momentous 
trust In 1S72 than he was in 1868. Such, 
gentlemen, are the ideas and convictions 
which have impelled me to take my place 
among you, and accept the responsibility 
you have imposed upon me.

The latest news received from the JUassler 


scientific expedition to the Southern seas, 
is under date of March 18, aud from off 
Sandy Poiat, 1'atagoniii. The Mew York 
Herald's correspondent gives many interest- 
ing facts as to the discoveries of Agaasiz 
and his slafT. 
That savant's glacial theory 


received final verification by the realization 
of his prediction, that in the Southern 
Hemisphere there would be found traces of 
a glacial movement norlhward from the 
South Pole. 
He found, 
near 
Mount 


Aymond, erratic boulders, polished, seratch 
ed and grooved, all tending to prove the 
passage of n sheet of ice in a northward di- 
rection over tliis portion of the country. An 
important discovery was also made by 
Court Pourt&les, that many of the Patagon- 
ian mountains are extinct 
volcanoes, it 


having been hitherto claimed that none ex- 
isted in the South American Continent ex- 
cept on the line of the Andes.
